The German delegate at Geneva introduced } 
amendments to the British disarmament plan, | 
which are taken to mean that unless military and | 
naval airplanes and submarines are abolished the 
German Government will want, and will build, air 
fleets and under-water fleets of its own. 

This is said to have caused a “sensation” in the 
conference, why is not explained. Perhaps the | 
delegates thought Hitler has been talking for the 
sake of making a noise.

THE ARGENTINE EDGES IN 

Great Britain has made a new three-year trade 
agreement with the Argentine. The details are ob- 
scure, but the purpose is plain enough to arouse 
interest in Canada 

By the agreement Britain obtains 
cessions which, it is said, will enable it to pay for 
its purchases in Argentina with sales there of Brit- 
ish manufactured goods. Whatever the particulars 
that point is sufficient to make the arrangement 
important to Canada, and it may be taken that the 
details have been worked out to accomplish the 
end in view. 

The Argentine is given worth while conces- 
sions in return; there need be no doubt on that 
score. Hon. L. S. Amery the agreer t is

per cent the highest rate of interest that could be 
collected on any loan made in Canada. 

The proposal was killed by the argument that if 
five per cent were named as the maximum rate 
nobody would be able to get a loan, and provinces 
and municipalities would be in the same predica- 
ment, since they now pay more than that, 

The argument is far-fetched. If five per cent 
were the higrest rate obtainable, money would be 
loaned at five per cent, since money earns nothing 
when it is idle. Five per cent is that much better 
than nothing at all to the man who gets it. And he 
is better off with five per cent that he really gets 
when it is due than with a rate of eight or nine per 
cent that he has to charge up as overdue and only 
doubtfully collectable. 

But the end can be more easily gained through 
indirect action. Let the Dominion launch a scheme 
to re-finance federal, provirfeal and municipal loans 
at a lower rate of interest, as was done in Britain, 
Australia and New Zealend. Rates for business 
loans may be left to take care of themselves. They 
will in that case be set by free competition, and 
necessarily at a lower level. 

The trouble now is that the high income deriv- 
able from government and municipal bonds forces 
up the rate that business must pay in competition 
with these securities. If governments and mu- 
nicipalities would cut down their rates, the rates 
for private loans would fall automatically. 

The banks, mortgage companies and private 
lenders are not the parties who are holding up in- 
terest rates. They could not do that. The sinners 
in the case are the governments and municipalities, 
which could bring rates down, if they tried.

A letter from Robert Goodfellow of the Nestow 
district in Alberta about non-enforcement of Pool 
taxes doesn't arouse so much interest as the par- 
ticulars Mr. Goodfellow supplies about himself. 

Mr. Goodfellow was 74 on April 29 last, but he 
served 3 years during the late war. Eighteen 
months of his service in France. 

That isn't all! Before he went into the Nestow 
district fourteen years ago Mr. Goodfellow was a 
printer—one of the old time printers who could 
chew tobacco, set up type from a case and compose 
an editorial or a poem at the same time. 

As a boy he carried despatches for the New 
York Sun and later worked on the New York News 
when it used to print on the Sun press—one of the 
first of the modern rotary presses. 

Mr. Goodfellow thinks the depression isn't as 
bad as it sounds—in his district at all events. When 
he went to Nestow fourteen years ago, he says 
everyone was broke but didn't know it, .This year, 
in the depression, they have thus far shipped out 
15 cars of wheat, and many a tuckload of hogs. 

That's a versatile life for you, carrying copy as 
a boy in a New York newspaper office and finish- 
ing up as a prairie farmer, with the Great War 
as a memory.

Down at the coast, Chief Justice Morrison, 
whose courageous and common-sense judgments 
have been noted here before, and whose sound law 
is attested in many appeal judgments has had an 
interesting case before him. The provincial min- 
ister of lands sought to foreclose on a residence in 
the provincial university area, which is under pro- 
vincial government control. 


Wm. Savage, counsel for the owner of the prop- 
erty pointed out that the Minister of Lands was 
getting $600 a year rent from the property—more 
than enough to pay taxes, interest, water and in- 
surance—and to bring his case under the Act had 
valuated the property at $6740, though he had val- 
uated it for taxation purposes at $11,000. 


Even Cabinet Ministers aren't allowed to blow 
hot and cold out of the same mouth in the Chief 
Justice's Court. This ingenious method of having 
an $11,000 valuation for taxation purposes and a 
$6740 valuation when trying to foreclose on a $7000 
loan didn't commend itself as justice. The Chief 
Justice refused the application. 


When counsel for the defendant complained 
about the disparity of the two valuations the judge 
~-who many years before was M.P. for New West- 
minster—pointed out that a constitutional remedy 
is provided in the election laws. 

Governments have no moral right to place 
arbitrary and excessive valuations on property to 
secure taxation, or to place unfairly low valuations 
when they want to dispossess an unfortunate 
owner 
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As it happens, down in B.C. they are preparing 
for an election. The government which controls 
75 per cent support in the house professes itself 
unable to govern unless all opposition is abolished 
It has failed in its efforts to lure the opposition into 
a union government. 

Some of the election preparations are amusing 
An issue is being made between the eaters and 
drinkers. Beer has been reduced 25 cents a dozen 
bottles and liquor permits from $2 to 25 cents. 

Eaters of fifty cent meals, or generous chaps 
who stand treat for two 25 cent meals, must pay

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Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy. 
CORRECTING MALNUTRITION IN CHILDREN 


Health statisticians are pointing out that many 
children of the unemployed are in serious dange: 
of malnutrition. As such children are often sus 
ceptible to tuberculosis they believe that as the 
result of the depression we will see a great increase 
in the cases of tuberculosis in the next ten years 

I know that many children are not getting the 
right food to eat, but malnutrition is not limited to 
the unemployed as it is very common even among 
families where the father is well-paid. No one 
knows how many children suffer from malnutri- 
tion but the number probably runs into the mil- 
lions as even before the depression, this disorder 
had won the name of the “great American school 
disease.” Probably one child out of four is under- 
nourished in some degree. A surprising fact is that 
a check-up in three big cities showed that imprope: 
nourishment is more common among the children 
of the rich than among the children of the very 


poor. 

The main point is not how much money is spent | 
on food but whether the mother knows which | 
foods to buy to make well-balanced, wholesome 
meals. A mother may be limited to the cheapest 
foods such as whole wheat, carrots, canned to- 
matoes, and cheap cuts of meat, but with care she | 
can combine inexpensive foods in such a way as | 
to feed her children properly. | 

To provide for needy children by means of re. | 
lief agencies is a praiseworthy effort but it is even | 
more necessary to teach the average mother with a | 
reasonable amount of money how to feed her chil- 
dren in such a way that malnutrition is avoided. 
The teacher who accomplishes the latter will cer- 
tainly save the larger number of children from the 
dangers of malnutrition. 

One of the first signs of the undernourished | 
child is tiredness—the child is weary, he stands in 
a tired position, shoulders humped over, chest flat, 
stomach sticking out, his whole body slouched and 
drooping. Such children may be pale, with dark || 
circles under the eyes, and catch colds and chil- 
dren's disease quickly, They may be overactive and 
easily excited. Usually they are thin but they may 
have a certain amount of flabby fat. A child who | 
is undernourished during the growing period may 
be stunted, he may develop nervous habits which 
are not good, he lacks endurance, he may not re- 
cover from sickness as fast as others, the teeth are 
often bad, he may be anemic, and often does not 
do well in school. 

The chief cause of malnutrition is the wrong 
kind of food. The diet lacks food minerals, vit- 
amins, proteins and the bulky vegetables. Poor 
eating habits are another cause and the child may 
prefer to nibble at unsuitable foods rather than to 
eat a square meal. Usually the period of rest is 
too short. The more such children hate to go to 
bed the more they neea to do so. The child may 
fot be getting enough outdoor play. Physical de- 
fects may be present such as tonsil trouble or in- 
digestion; however, when the right diet treatment 
is used such conditions usually disappear 


The first step in overcoming malnutrition is to 
place the child on a well-balanced diet, allowing 
plenty of cooked and raw vegetables and moderate 
amounts of meat and fruit. If the child has been 
under-fed, he may gain weight faster if given milk, 
but the milk should be used in correct combina- 
tion with other foods. Any cereal or bread used 
should be made from the entire grain. 


A regular bedtime is essential and a rest period 
after lunch is often beneficial. The child requires 
and benefits from long hours of outdoor play. 

When the child has built up his body to nearer 
normal weight and strength it is a good time to 
begin to start some type of physical activity which 
will correct his poor posture. You will get the best 
results if you will find games which he will enjoy 
which at the same time help him to hold the body 
in the right position. 

The result of right feeding and activity will be 
to build up a healthy, well-proportioned child who 
can take his place in the world. This is far better 
than allowing the malnutrition to continue until 
the child grows up weak and weary, a good subject | 
for any infectious disease that comes along.

Amendment To 
Utilities Act 
Is Proclaimed 


Proclamation of the amendment 
fo the Public Utilities Act, giving 
the government authority to con- 
trol milk prices in cases of a “price 
war” was announced on Tuesday by 
Premier J. E. Brownlee. This ac- 
tion had been suggested last week 
following hearing by the Premier 
of several delegations making re- 
presentations on the subject. 

Under provisions of the amend- 
ment the Board of Public Utilities 
Commissioners can immediately 
proceed with probing milk prices 
both in this city and Calgary.
